HARD BREXIT 

JOBS SCARE 


HUNDREDS of jobs in Barking 
and Dagenham will be under threat 
from “no deal” hard Brexit, claims 
a report published by Sadiq Khan. 

The figures published by the 
Mayor of London predict if the UK 
leaves the European Union in March 
2019 with no deal on the single mar¬ 
ket, customs union or transition 
arrangements, 900 jobs in the bor¬ 
ough could be under threat. 

It states under a “no deal” Brexit 
there will be 70,200 jobs in Barking 
and Dagenham in 2030. However, if 
the UK was to remain in the single 
market and customs union, there 
would be 71,100 jobs in the borough. 

Mr Khan said: “Barking and 
Dagenham residents and businesses 
will be shocked to learn of the huge 


economic risks - and human costs - 
at stake in the Brexit negotiations. 

“It is up to the Government to 
secure a Brexit deal that protects 
Barking and Dagenham from a 
decade of lower growth and fewer 
jobs. 

“My worry is that because of the 
Government’s mishandling of the 
negotiations, time is running out if 
they are to secure jobs, growth and 
prosperity in Barking and 
Dagenham, across London and 
throughout the entire UK. 

“This analysis shows why the 
Government should now change its 
approach and negotiate a deal that 
enables us to remain in both the sin¬ 
gle market and the customs union.” 

The report by economic analysts 


Cambridge Econometrics, commis¬ 
sioned by the mayor, analysed the 
potential impact of five different 
Brexit scenarios on London and the 
whole of the UK. 

The report also revealed that across 
London there could be as many as 
87,000 fewer jobs by 2030, and 
482,000 fewer jobs across the entire 
UK. 

Ben Gardiner, director of 
Cambridge Econometrics, said: 
“Our analysis is particularly valu¬ 
able to local leaders because it indi¬ 
cates the potential impact on 
employment and output of Brexit 
under a range of scenarios, which is 
necessary given the uncertainty 
surrounding the final outcome of 
negotiations.”

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Rogue landlord fined £97,445 for 
putting his tenants’ safety at risk 


A ROGUE landlord was 
ordered to pay almost £100,000 
or face jail for multiple housing 
offences that left his Ilford ten¬ 
ants living in squalor. 

Mohamed Hafeez Kayani, 
58, put vulnerable residents’ 
safety at risk by not attending 
to severe damp and water pene¬ 
trated electrical units at his 
property at 222 Mortlake Road, 
Ilford. 

Kayani, of Chase Way, 
Southgate, breached Housing 
Act offences, including failure 
to comply with an Emergency 
Prohibition Order served in 
2013, failure to license a house 
in multiple occupation (HMO) 
and failure to properly manage 
the HMO. 

On Friday, January 26, 
Kayani was sentenced and 
fined a total of £97,445 at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court. 

The penalty was £5,000 for 
each offence - totalling 
£45,000 (three months to pay 


or 18 months’ imprisonment), 
£48,945 confiscation order, 
£175 victim surcharge and 
£3,325 costs awarded to 
Redbridge Council. 

The court heard Kayani failed 
to ensure fire alarms were in 
working condition and smoke 
detectors were removed from 
their casings. The water supply, 
drainage system and fire 
escapes were not maintained. 

The court was told tenants 
had to live with a filthy kitchen 
with a sink unit and electrical 
hob in disrepair, loose flooring, 
severe damp and mould, water 
penetrated electrical units, poor 
washing facilities and an 
exposed light bulb connected 
to an extension lead on the 
floor in the shower room. 

Council cabinet member for 
housing, Cllr Farah Hussain, 
said: “The safety of our resi¬ 
dents is vital. In this case Mr 
Kayani failed to comply with 
the law and failed to properly 


manage the property. He 
showed little regard for his ten¬ 
ants and put their lives at risk. 
His actions were totally unac¬ 
ceptable. 

“I hope this case reassures 
our community that we will do 
what’s needed and take action 
to improve privately rented 
accommodation in Redbridge. 

“In Valentines 

and Clementswood wards 
we’ve seen the benefits of 
selective licensing and we hope 
to extend the scheme to twelve 
more wards so we can create a 
consistent standard for rented 
properties.” 

All properties with three or 
more unrelated people living 
and sharing facilities need a 
property licence anywhere in 
Redbridge.

Teacher claims 
bugged chatter 
was just ‘over 
zealous rhetoric’ 

Terror plot accused denies planning IS attack 


AN alleged Islamic State- 
inspired teacher has dismissed 
bugged conversations in the 
wake of the Westminster 
Bridge attack as “over zealous 
rhetoric”. 

Umar Haque, 25, is accused 
of plotting attacks on London 
landmarks including Big Ben, 
the Queen’s Guards and 
Westfield shopping centre in 
2016 and early 2017. 

The Old Bailey has heard he 
trained youngsters for terror¬ 
ism through role-play and exer¬ 
cises at the Ripple Road 
mosque in Barking, where he 
taught. 

Haque is on trial with 
Abuthaher Mamun, 19, 
Muhammad Abid, 27, and 
Nadeem Patel, 26, who he 
allegedly recruited to help via 
the mosque. 

His support for IS-inspired 
attacks was revealed in secretly 
recorded conversations with 
Abid and Mamun, it is alleged. 

After the Westminster Bridge 
atrocity, Haque allegedly talked 
to Abid about launching a 
series of attacks across the cap¬ 
ital. 

He said: “We’re here to cause 
terror, my brother. We are a 
death squad sent by Allah and 
his messengers to avenge my 
Arab brothers’ blood.” 

Cross-examining, prosecutor 
Mark Heywood QC said he had 
refused to comment about it in 
police interviews following his 
arrest. 

Haque replied: “Yes. I also 
did say some of them were over 
zealous. Some of them were

rhetoric. I even said I cannot 
believe that’s me. I cannot 
believe I’m speaking in such a 
violent manner. 

“It’s just sad my rhetoric is to 
do with terrorism.” 

In his interviews, he 
described Patel as a “neigh¬ 
bour” to whom he would chat 
in the street. 

Mr Heywood said: “You had 
lied about yourself, lied about 
Mr Abid, lied about Mr Mamun 
and not told the truth about Mr 
Patel. You set out to mislead the 
investigators.” 

Haque said: “My intention 
was to wave away any suspi¬ 
cion.” 

Mr Heywood added: “You set 
out to mislead from the very 
beginning.” Haque replied: 
“Yes, you could say that.” 

He maintained that despite 
“circumstantial evidence”, he 
was not going to launch an 
attack in the UK, he was only 
“contemplating, pondering 


Haque said he had not been 
truthful when he told police he 
was involved with the adminis¬ 
tration of the Ripple Road 
mosque when in fact he had 
been teaching there too. 

He allegedly declined to 
explain to police the allegation 
he made children at the mosque 
enact terrorism scenarios. 

Haque told jurors he had been 
“preparing self-defence against 
fascists uprise” and claimed 
there were “fascist police as 
well as fascist groups”. 

Mr Heywood said: “Is it the 
case Mr Haque that unless you 
are confronted by something 
you consider cannot be shifted, 
you will lie if it suits you?” 

Haque replied by saying 
“Islamic jurisprudence” 
allowed Muslims to lie to pro¬ 
tect themselves. 

He was questioned about a 
blue exercise book in which he 
had written about jihad in 
around 2013. Haque told jurors 
that the concept of jihad was a 
“known part of Islam”. 

He and Mamun are accused 
of preparing acts of terrorism 
between March 25 and May 18 
2017. Haque is further charged 
with preparing terrorist acts by 
leading exercises in physical 
training and “role play” with 
children and dissemination of 
terrorist publications. 

Abid is accused of having 
information about Haque’s 
plans and Patel is charged with 
plotting with Haque to possess 
a firearm or imitation firearm. 

The defendants, all from east 
London, denv the charges.

The risk assessment rates theatres 
using three criteria - building risk, 
star rating and community value. 

Theatres are assessed and given a 
building risk rating of one to three 
depending on whether the risk to the 
building is perceived as low (one 
point), medium (two points) or high 
(three points). 

The Grenada scored a two for build¬ 
ing risk, two for star rating and three 
for community value.

The flag will fly throughout 
the month of February.

Laureate who will be perform¬ 
ing The Way We Were.

Campaign to sign up 
more organ donors 


AN NHS campaign is urging 
Barking and Dagenham resi¬ 
dents to register as organ 
donors as figures revealed 
three people die every hour 
waiting for transplants. 

In Barking and Dagenham 
2,106 people signed up to the 
organ donor register (ODR) in 
2017, taking the total number 
of donors in the borough to 
32,970. 

NHS Blood and Transplant is 
urging more people to sign up 
after latest figures show 
Londoners lag behind the rest 
of the country with only 29 per 
cent of the population on the 


ODR. The figure nationally is 
36 per cent. 

Sally Johnson, director of 
organ donation and transplan¬ 
tation at NHS Blood and 
Transplant, said: “Thousands 
of people across London are 
given a second chance at life 
thanks to the organ transplants 
they receive. 

“This is only possible thanks 
to those who put other people 
first, sign the NHS organ 
donor register and let their 
families know they want them 
to agree to organ donation at 
the most distressing time in 
their life.” 


Figures from the NHS Blood 
and Transplant Annual Activity 
Report revealed three people in 
the UK die every hour waiting 
for life saving organ trans¬ 
plants. 

There are 6,342 people in the 
UK waiting transplants. One in 
five of them live in London. 

In response NHS Blood and 
Transplant is launching its 
Words Save Lives campaign, 
imploring people to sign up to 
the ODR and to inform their 
family.
